pointed by them. While Chandler was As- 
sistant Treasurer, a defalcation of $480,000 
occurred in his office, the defauiter being a 
cashier whom he had found in office when 
he was appointed, and who was not subject 


to removal by him. The bill passed by the 


House today is to relieve Chandler’s bonds- 
men from responsibility for the loss. 
DURING THE DISCUSSION

MEXICO. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20.—A joint reso- 
lution of the House providing for a commer- 
cial treaty with Mexico has been referred to 
a sub-committee of the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, Dunnell Chairman. That gen- 
tleman has called upon the Secretary of 
State for any suggestions he may desire to 
submit on the subject. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions 
today heard addresses from the Board 
of Managers of the National Soldiers’ 
Homes. An effort will be made by the com- 
mittee to have more stringent legislation en- 
acted in regard to soldiers who remain at 
the National Homes only a portion of the time, 
and who draw pensions, and also legislation 
which will give the managers of the homes 
more latitude in regard to whom they shall 
admit. Col. Dudley, Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, said that if he had 400 men to place in 
the field as special agents he could eliminate 
ail pension frands within three years’ time. 
He thought such special agents should re- 
ceive about $1,400 per year and expenses. 
THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON POST-OFFICES 

AND POST-ROADS 
agreed to report unfavorably on a bill pro- 
viding that newspapers and periodicals may 
be sent post to members of lifesaving 
service; favorably on a bill to fix compensa- 
tion of postmasters of the fourth class; and 
favorably on a bill providing that the rate of 
postage on second-class mail matter at a let- 
ter-carrier office shall be two cents per pound.

Senator Conger, as a sub-committee of the 
Senate Committee on Commerce, to whom 
was referred the question of reorganizing 
the life-saving service, has reported a bill for 
that purpose which has been printed and re- 
committed for consideration by full commit- 
tee. The bill was framed by Mr. Conger 
after consultation with the Superintendent 
of the lifesaving service. It provides 


for an increase of the number of 
lifesaving stations to twenty-eight, 
and also five or six more houses 


for refuge for shipwrecked passengers. It 
increases the salaries of Superintendents of 
stations according to the extent of their re- 
spective districts, and authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to fix the compensation 
of stationkeepers at such rates as he may 
deem proper up toa maximum salary of $800 
per year. The bill also provides that surf- 
men who are injured or disabled in the serv- 
ice shall be continued on the pay-roll one 
year, or not to exceed two years, and gives 
pensions for two years to families of surf- 
men who lose their lives. 

| THE WOMEN. 

The Senate Select Committee on the Rights 
of Women gave a hearing today to large 
delegations of the members of the National 
Woman’s Suffrage Convention. Speeches 
were made by Mrs. Searle and Mrs. Ganger, 
of Indiana; Mrs. Colby, of Nebraska; and 
Miss Susan B. Anthony. The committee 
unanimously adopted the following: 

Resolved, That the committee are under obliga- 
tions to the representatives of the women of the 
United States for their attendance this morning, 

for the able and instructive addresses which 
e been made; and that the committee assure 
them they will give to the subject of woman- 
suffrage that cureful and impartial considera- 
tion which its grave importance demands. 
THE LAND LAWS. 

The resolution introduced by Senator Blair 
Wednesday directing the Public Lands Com- 
mittee to inquire into the operations of the 
Land laws, and report any legislation tend- 
ing to improve them, is intended by its au- 
thor to cover the matter of land-grants to 
railroads; also, it includes, among others, 
the Northern Pacific grant and the decision 
of Secretary Schurz, which affirmed the com- 
pany’s right to the land granted it after the 
time specified by the grants bad expired. 
Mr. Biair is a member of the Sub-Com- 
mittee on Public Lands, which has 
been inquiring into the workings of the 
General Land-Office here and the necessity 
for giving it more room. In the course 
of its inquiry, the sub-committee has ob- 
tained information which leads them to be- 
live that some of the land laws are defective, 
and that some of the land granted to rail- 
roads has been forfeited and now properly 
belongs to the Government. The Blair reso- 
lution was to enlarge the scope of this in- 
quiry so as to include matters pertaining to 
the public lands and the disposition of them. 

CORRESPONDENCE CALLED FOR. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
has authorized Mr. Belmont to report to the 
House, with favorable recommendation, his 
resolution calling for the diplomatic cor- 
respondence in regard to Chili and Peru. 
JUDGE HUNTER, OF THE SUPREME COURT

SCOVILLE SQUELCHED.' 
HE DID NOT “ FINISH,” HE WAS STOPPED. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

W asninoton, D. C., Jan. 20.—Mr. Scoville 
has concluded his tiresome harangue, hav- 
ing spoken nearly five days. He even indi- 
cated that he would be glad to continue to- 
morrow, making an even week, but it is re- 
ported that Judge Cox privately intimated to 
him that longer time could not be granted. 
Judge Porter is not to open for the defense 
until Monday, and tomorrow Guiteau is to be 
permitted to address the jury in his own be- 
half. Judge Cox reconsidered his objection 
of the other day to Guiteau making an argu- 
ment. He did thisafter a further conference 
with the members of the court in banc. They 
advised him that it was a debatable question 
whether Guiteau, under one of the late 
statutes of the United States, did not 
have the right to speak in his 
own defense, and that it would de 
wise not to ineur the danger of a mistrial 
oy a technical legal point on appeal, and to 
allow Guitean to make the speech. The 
Government counsel agreed to this, and it 
was on their motion today that tomorrow 

was assigned to the prisoner. 

THE DECISION OF THE COURT 
appeared to take Guitean somewhat by sur- 
prise. He was not prepared forit. He had 
not his manuscript nor acopy of any of the 
newspapers with him in which his speech 
was printed. He said he did not care to talk 
more than two hours, and would speak to- 
morrow. Of course, when he speaks, any- 
thing may happen. He was ina high state 
of excitement today, more so than he has 
been at any previous time in the trial. 

HIS PASSION 
was so great when the officers were conduct- 
ing him through the crowd at the noon 
recess that he raised his manacled hands and 
struck at one of the Bailiffs—an act which he 
will not be likely to undertake again without 
receiving punishment, as the officers having 
charge of him sometimes find it difficult to 
control themselves under his abuse. Mr. 
Reed went to Guiteau in the dock, just be- 
fore adjournment this afternoon, and asked 
him what he proposed to do about his 
speech—whether he would read from the 
manuscript, from a newspaper copy, or pre- 
pare anew one. Guiteauimperiously waved 
Mr. Reed away, and said: 
“THATS MY BUSINESS. 

The Lord and I will look after that.” Mr. 
Porter wil! oceupy at least two days next 
week. The charge of the Judge will be 
long, and it possibly may be Thursday be- 
fore the case will be given to the jury—a 
week later than had been expected. 


THE TRIAL. 
3 SCOVILLE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20.—Mr. Scoville 
resumed his argument this morning. Gui- 
teau brought into court with him a roll of 
manuscript, said to be an elaborate preface 
to his speech, which he has asked permission 
to deliver before the jury. His counsel seem 
to think this morning that Judge Cox will 
allow him, under certain conditions and re- 
strictions, to address the jury after Scoville 
has concluded. Scoville called attention to 
the testimony of 

DR. HAMILTON, 
“one of the Government conspirators,” as 
he termed him. He read from his testimony, 
and said that from the very start Dr. Hamil-

GUITEAD STRIKES A BAILIFF. 

As Guiteau was being taken out of the 
court-room at recess today, he stopped to 
speak to Scovilie, when Bailiff Tall at- 
tempted to move him along. Guiteau turned 
angrily, and said to Tall: “Behave your- 
Self.“ 

* Come, come,” said Tall, impatiently, try- 
ing to push the prisoner. ! 

Let me alone,” shouted Guiteau. “ Mind 
your own business.” : 

Tall having applied some “ pressure” to 
Guiteau, the latter, with bis manacled hands, 
struck the officer in the breast, when he was 
at once seized by the officers and turned out 
of the court-room. 

AFTER RECESS 

Scoville said: I might detain you, gentle- 
men, for weeks longer, with just such ob- 
servations as I have been making upon the 
evidenee introduced by the prosecution, but 
Ishall not dwell longer upon facts. I will 
close with a few general observation. Sco- 
ville then went on to say that the laws are 
framed for the punishment of sane people, 
not the Insane. When a man has over- 
stepped the boundary-line of sanity, and has 
committed crime, he should not be punished 
as should a gane man. If you find a reason- 
able doubt, as the law mercifully declares, 
of his sanity, you shall give him the benefit 
of it. The object of human punishment is 
not for revenge. 

Seoville discussed at some | 
THE DEMORALIZING INFLU 

SCAFFOLD, 
and expressed his opinion that Grimes would 
be diminished by the abolition of capital 
punishment. He then proceeded to antici- 
pate the argument of Judge Porter, and to 
point out to the jury the fallacy of the argu- 
ments which he predicted Judge Porter 
would advance to support the theory of the 
prosecution and to secure the hanging of 
Guiteau. In conclusion he said: “ It has 
often been said that our jury trials area 
farce, and I have in my practice frequently 
heard it said that the jury system ought to be 
abolished—becanse juries make a mistake, 
because they are influenced by the eloquence 
of advocates, because they are influenced, 
not by justice, not by evidence, but by the 
last address—but, gentlemen, I thank God 
that there was a time when my English an- 
cestors stood up against wrong and injustice 
and wrested from a despot the right of trial 
by jury, and I have never yet seen the time 
when I would wish to see that right l- 
ished. I feel more secure and more saf in 
this mode of the administration of justice 
than in any other. 

SO LONG AS JURIES ARE HONEST 
it does not require that you should have read 
Kent or Blaekstone. It requires that you 
should have honest hearts and clear heads, 
and, above all, that you should be fearless to 
find for the right, regardless of what may 
come, regardless of whether your fellow- 
men may approve it or not. This is what I 
shall expect of you, gentlemen, and I be- 
lieve that you will do it. I leave the case 
with you, gentiemen, thanking you for your 
kind attention.“ 
GUITEAU TO SPEAK. 

Mr. Corkhill stated that, on behalf of the 
prosecution, he would withdraw all objec- 
tion to Guiteau addressing the jury; that the 
trial had been long and expensive, and he 
did not desire to give any opportunity for an 
objection upon which to force a demand for 
a new trial. 

Mr. Reed, with some vehemence, main- 
tained that the District-Attorney had no 
right to attempt to influence the jury by 
such an imputation as he had just made.

Isat by Mr. Scoville in the court-room be- 
cause it was a convenient place for me to 
observe the trial, which was a matter of in- 
terest for any lawyer, but I had only, on a 
very few occasions, suggested to Mr. Scoville 
some questions to ask the witness, and I did 
this simply in the capacity of 
A FRIEND TO A Hout LAWYER, 
who, I saw, was overborne by labors with 
which he was entirely unacquainted. I 
would have done the same thing for any 
other lawyer under the same circumstances. 
At the time I testified I had no idea or ex- 
pectation of taking any part in the defense. 
So far as I know, Gen. Logan has in no way 
or manner done anything to aid the defense, 
except to give his testimony in answer to a 
subpeena, which he was compelled to obey, 
just the same as Charles B. Farwell did; and, 
for that matter, both of these geutlemen tes- 
tified substantially to the same thing—a fact 
which of itself gives the lie to the declara- 
tions of this anonymous prominent person- 
age ’ who has not the courage to mention his 
name.

AN INSPIRATION BORN OF KEEN PISAP- 
POINTMENT AND PRRSONAL MALICE. 
Morning News, Jan. 2, 

A reported today interviewed one of our 
prominent men who has just returned from 
quite a long sojourn in Washington, and 
who, from his acquaintance with the prin- 
cipal actors in the Gnifeau'case, has some in- 
teresting points which cast an inner light 
upon that famous trial.

He made 
that claim to the court, and was given a seat 
as one of the prisoner’s counsel from the 
very first. Until after Reed testified he kept 
in the background, and in the court appar- 
ently acted as Scoville’s prompter; but he 
was indefatigable all the time in his efforts 
to procure testimony to maintain Gen. 
Logan's position as to Guiteau mental condi- 
tion. 
“ You remember that on the day President 
Garfield was shot, Gen. Logan said to an In- 
ter-Ocean reporter, and bad it proclaimed to 
the world as his statement, that ‘Guiteau was 


an insane man, and had always been insane’ 
—a statement which he seemed anxious to 
have made public, and which was unsought 
on the part of the Inter-Ocean. Reporters 
who on the day of the assasination suught 
out Gen. Logan, will readily recall the fact 
of Logan’s unfeigned desire to impress them 
with his belief of the assasin’s insanity. 
One interview in particular, which occurred 
a few hours after the firing of the fatal shot, 
will long be remembered by me. The Gen- 
eral was found in the Jnter-Ocean office sur- 
rounded by a party of gentlemen (Emery 
Storrs being included in thé group). The 
General replied: *The affair was most de- 
plorable, but as to the political outlook I do 
not desire at this time to give expression.

Wondertul Operations in RHalilroad-

THE COOK COUNTY PROBATE COURT DE- 
GLARED ILLEG 


AL. 

A detision of the Supreme Court of this 
State, rendered this week, a summary of 
which is givén in the local columns, declares 
the legislation of 1877 and of 1881 establishing 
a Probate Court in this county, and giving 
the County Court of Cook concurrent juris- 
diction with the Circult Court, unconstitu- 
tional and void. The Constitution author- 
izes the establishment of Probate Courts in 
all counties having 50,000 inhabitants or 
over. By the act of 1877 the Legislature 
authorized the establishment of such 
courts in counties having & population of 
100,000. Under this act the Probate 
Court of this county was organized. In 
1881, the number was reduced to 70,000, and 
under this amendment the Probate Court of 
La Salle County was started. The first act 
notoriously applied te Cook County only. 
The amendment referred, we believe, only 
te La Salle County. The Supreme Court 
now declares that all this legisiation was 
special, and, therefore, prohibited by the 
Constitution, which requires it to pass an act 
authorizing all counties of 50,000 inhabitants 
or over to have Probate Courts, which 
would have let in half-a-dozen. 

So far as the County Court part of this de- 
cision is concerned, it amounts to very little, 
But the declaration that the Probate Court of 
this county has not and never had any ex- 
istence, is calculated to lead to the gravest 
and most serious consequences. That court 
has been in operation since December, 1877, 
and has passed on property valued at nearly 
$10,000,000. It has probated all wilis, has ap- 
pointed administrators, and has confirmed 
their sales. Now all that action is declared 
vold and illegal, On this point there can be 
little question. Judge Cooley, on constitu- 
tional limitations, says:

The next question, then, is as to the 
remedy. That the Legislature evidently 
cannot furnish. It can come, if at all, only 
in the shape of a constitutional amendment, 
ratifying what has been done. While such 
an amendment would be retroactive, yet it 
would disturb nothing; it would act on no 
new matter; it would simply confirm what nas 
already been done, and appears to be open to 
no legal ob if this is the only way 
out of it, then the Governor should include 
this subject in his call for the approaching 
special session, so that the proper amend- 
ment may be submitted to the people at the 
election to be held this fall. 

Alarming as this decision is, the following 
faéts should be borne in mind: The city in- 
debtedness, contracted during 1878, 1874, and 
1875, Was declared unconsiitytional, and yet 
it was paid. 80 in this case, there is no 
reason Why those who have purchased at 
administrators’ sales, or whose interests de- 
pend on the validity of the doings of the Pro- 
bate Court, should begome unnecessarily 
agitated, or should run to the courts for the 
sake of protesting their rights. In the next 
place, it will be observed that this decision, 
so far as the Probate Court is concerned, was 
not the result of a direct proceeding; and 
while the Supreme Court will unquestionably 
stand by part of its conclusions, it is not im- 
possible that, if the best constitutional law- 
vers take the case in hand and ask for a re- 
hearing, they may, in view of the gravity of 
the interests involved, be able to obtain it. 

As for the immediate future there is no 
difficulty. All wills to be probated must 
now be taken to the County Court, which, 
according to the Supreme Court decision, 
would, even if the Probaté Court act were 
constitutional, have concurrent jurisdiction.

APPROVAL OF THE NATIONAL EDUCA- 
TIONAL BILL. 


We print elsewhere in this issue of Tun 
Tripunek an editorial article from the [Winois 
School Journal, published at Normal, which 
fully indorses the principle of the bill intro- 
duced into the Senate by Senator Logan, of 
this State, which proposes to distribute 
among the various States and Territories the 
proceeds of the whisky tax, to be used for 
the benefit of the common-school system. 
Dr. James, one of the editors of the maga- 
zine, also calls our attention to the fact that 
a series of resolutions were passed at the last 
session of the Lilinois State Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, held at Springfield, Dec. 27-00, 1881, 
which called upon Congress to appropriate 
u large sum ot money to this object. Evi- 
dences are accumulating every day to sbow 
that the eminent fitness of making the whisky 
tax support in large part the public schools 
ot the country is recognized by intelligent 
people every where, ' 

In elaborating the details of the project, 
the [litnots School Journal makes several 
suggestions in which Tun Trreune is not 
prepared to eoncur, The writer assumes that 
it is no part of the plan to reduce local taxa- 
tion, and proposes that each State shall be 
entitled to its proportion of thé fund only on 
condition that it shall provide a like sum for 
the maintenance of its public schools. The 
appropriation and distribution of the fund 
ought not to be hampered by any such con- 
dition. The hope of escaping a part of the 
present onerous taxation imposed upon farins 
and homes will prove to be an important con- 
sideration of popular support. The mere 
fact of transferring the tak for the schools 
from the farms and homes to the whisky- 
excises would, if it stood alone, be a strong 
inducement to favor the plan. But the 
National school system may be extended and 
improved at thé same time. The cost of 
maintaining the public schools last year was 
something like $78,000,000, about $50,000,000 
of which were used in the payment oi teach- 
ers. The $60,000,000 of whisky tax would 
pay the salaries of an increased force of 
teachers and for morte tultion each year, and 
the local taxes on homesteads could be re- 
dueed by $50,000,000, which in Llinois would 
amount to $4,000,000 a year, and yet be suffi- 
cient to provide more school-houses and bet- 
ter facilities. The benefits of the scheme are 
twofold: the reduction of direct taxation 
and the enlargement of the schoo! system. 
It will be sufficient to require of the various 
communities that they provide ample facilities 
for ali the children of school age, say from 
6 to 15 years, and maintain a certain number 
ot schools in proportion to the population 
and share of the fund they receive during a 
certain number of months every year. No 
scheme for distributing the money that ig- 

nores pro-rata population stands the slight- 
est chance of passing Congress. 

But it is not necessary now to discuss any 
difference of opinion in regard to details of 
the plan. The main object is to secure pub- 
lic attention to the general proposition that 
the whisk y-tax shall be the principal schoo!- 
tax of the country. Popular approval will 
surely follow an understanding of the 
scheme, and the details can be arranged 
fairly and satisfactorily by consultation and 
experiment. In view of the surplus Govern- 
ment revenues, itis how merely a question 
whether the whisky-tax shall be abolished or 
reduced, or the proceeds thereof squandered 
in subsidies and donations, or the $60,000,000 
derived therefrom be devoted to the support 
of free schools equally distributed according 
to population.

CRIMINAL LAW REFORM. 

The New York Code of Criminal Proced- 
ure has adopted a uniform and consistent 
practice in reference to the amendment and 
setting aside of indictinents, demurrers 
thereto, and motions in arrest of judgment. 
The provision for the amendment of the in- 
dictment is as follows: 


203. Upon the trial of an indictment, when a

Scoville’s theory is, that no man or set of 
men can properly be charged with influen- 
cing asahe person to do an act, when the fact 
is nothing is more common than for one sane 
person to influence another sane person to 
commit a crime; and no procedure in court 
is more common than the effort to show the 
exercise of such influence, in order to fasten 
responsibility upon the influencihg person. 
On the other hand, nething is more difficult 
than to show that an insane person has been 
influenced to commitacrime or to do any 
act, because the mind of an insane person 
does not act logically, and hence is not sub- 
ject to the influence or control of another 
mind, 

The fact about the President, Gen. Grant, 
and Conkling is the opposit of what Scoville 
assumes it to be. If they have any interest 
in the fate of Guiteau, it is to have him de- 
clared insane. For if the act of killing 
Président Garfield was the act of an insane 
person, nobody, not eve he, is responsible 
for it. It Guiteau was insane for thirty days 
previous to the shooting, and at the time of 
the shooting, as he alleges, he was mentally 
incapable not only of conspiring, but of be- 
ing conspired with, to commit a crime. If 
Gniteau was insane when he shot Uarfield, 
nocrime in the eye of the law was com- 
mitted. 

Obviously it is better for those who were 
benefited by the killing of Garfield to have 
the record, which will go down in history, 
show that they did not succeed to political 
power and influence through the commission 
of a legal crime. Therefore we repeat if 
President Arthur, Gen. Grant, and Mr.

RETIREMENT OF JUSTICE HUNT. 

The bill introdueed into the Senate by 
Acting- Vice-President Davis for the retire- 
ment of Justice Ward Hunt, the chronic 
sick member of the Supreme Bench, has 
passed that body by 41 to 14 votes, and ought 
to receive the prompt concurrence of the 
House. The general law requires that a 
Judge of the Sapreme Court shall have 
served at least ten years on that bench, and 
shall have reached the age of 70 years, be- 
fore being entitled to retirement on pay, but 
that, under these conditions, his salary shall 
be continued to the end of his life. Judge 
Hunt has not served the ten years fixed by 
law, but during the past two years has been 
incapacitated by ineurable ill-health from 
performing his duzies as Judge. It is a mat- 
ter of notoriety that the business of the Su- 
preme Court has been neglected by reason of 
his illness and the incapacity of the late Jus- 
tice Clifford, and the bill enabling Justice 
Hunt to retire on pay is one of the essential 
steps to the relief of the court. 

The criticism made by one or two Senators 
on Justice Hunt’s refusal to resign, and thus 
cut himself off from his pension, is unwar- 
ranted and rather heartless. The provision 
for the retirement of Supreme Judges on 
pay is held out as an indutcement to men of 
superior ability in the legal profession to ac- 
cept places in the tribunal at a small salary 
(as compared With what a great lawyer can 
earn) that assures them the means of sup- 
port after they shall have devoted their en- 
ergies to the service of the Goverument, and 
departed from the channel of self-support in 
their profession. But it is clear that the 
Judge who is prostrafed by incurable iliness | 
before he has reached the age of 70, or 
before hé has served ten years, is just as 
mach in need of the pension contemplated 
by law, and very likely in greater necessity 
than one who has out the allotted 
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Whether or not relatives are willing or able 
to support a Justice of the Supreme Court 
who is compelled to retire on account of inca- 


pacity is a question whichagreat Government | 


like ours should not stop to ask. It should 
simply be remembered that his disability 
occurs during a service for the Government 
which is regarded as sufficiently valuable to 
warrant a pension, and the sufferer should be 
assured against future want at whatever age 
his incapacity may set in. The same princi- 
ple incorporated lu Vice-President Davis’ 

bill as to Justice Hunt onght to be made a 
part of the general law. There is no danger 
that any improper advantage would be taken 
of it by the Judges of the Supreme Court, for 
it may be assumed that every man who at- 
tains to the dignity of that tribunal will oling 
to his position and honors as long as his 
heaith and efficiency hold out. 

It is whispered that the retirement of Jus 
tice Hunt will afford President Arthur an 
opportunity for carrying out an alleged un- 
derstanding” with Messrs. Folger and 
Conkling, whereby the former is to be ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Bench and the latter 
to be recalled to publle life through the 
Treasury portfolio. This may or may not 
be the case, but the truth or falsity of the 
theory in no wise affects the case of Justice 
Hunt. if the Acting President shall see fit 
to use his prerogative of appointing a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Bench in case of & Va- 
eaney as a means to restoring his friend Mr. 
Conkling to public life, that will simply 
be one of several blunders which the people 
must endure through the unexpected eleva- 
tion of Mr. Arthur to the Chief Magistracy. 
It will be another of the prizes in the lot- 
tery of assagination.” All there is in Justice 
Hunt’s case may be summed up in a single 
sentence: The business of the Supreme 
Court is suffering from his incapacity; but 
there is no claim upon him to resign before 
the termination of the prescribed period of 
service, and thus forfeit his pension; hence 
itis proper that Justice Hunt should be en- 
abled to resign now and enjoy his pension in 
the future. Public interests and falr dealing 
alike demand this course. 

ESTHETIC BOORISHNESS. 

The uncouth adyenturer, Mr. Oscar Wilde, 
who is visiting this country ostensibly as the 
apostle of estheticism, whatever that mushy 
conglomerate may mean, apparently does 
not count ordinary politeness as one of the 
attributes of his school.

She*had made lavish 
preparations, ordered a sumptuous banquet, 
adorned the house with choice flowers, and 
issued oyer 200 invitations among the lilied 
women and sunflowered men of the Monu- 
mental City. All Baltimore “society” was 
agog. Those who were invited fluttered with 
excitement; those who were not invited were 
racked with envy. Everything was in readi- 
ness for the reception of the dado-languisher, 
but he did not come. He never even left the 
train, but recheeked his baggage and went 
on to Washington. The Invitations had to 
be recalled. The flowers were sent back to the 
florists. The banquet was countermanded, 
and the hostess was left lamenting among 
her sunflowers and storks the absence of this 
perfidious apostle of the dado. . 

We do not fancy that the hostess will 
réceiye much sympathy in her disappoint- 
ment. The practice of running after and 
playing the toady to every foreign adven- 
turer who comes over here and is well ad- 
vertised for some spice of immorality or 
extra development of what Doesticks used 
to call damphoolery has become so com- 
mon, and is carried to such a disgusting ex- 
tent, that some check is needed now and 
then. Among all the crazes which have ever 
seized upon this afflicted community, this 


epidemic of so-called estheticism, as em- 


bodied in this peripatetic humbug, is the 
worst and the silliest. There seems to be in 
every large city a certain class of women 
who are out of employment and have noth- 
ing to do except to shop, to gossip, to gabble, 
and to gush, the hight of whose ambition is 
to pick up every new and grotesque ec- 
centricity that can be devised, to dote 
upon the monstrosities of  medieval- 
ism, to affect a knowledge of classic 
art and literature upon a substratum 
of dense ignorance, to counterfeit courtesy 
with a smirk ahd a stare, and to play wift- 
hunter to every well advertised thing that 
comes along, from a jumping-jack to a Pro- 
fessor, and to stage celebrities who travel on 
a reputation achieved largely from social 
scandals for which these very tuft-hunters 
would condemn their commoner sisters to 
social ostracism. It is the most usual regret 
of these esthetes that they did not live during 
the Renaissance, and there are very few 
other people who would not have been re 
joiced if they had. The burlesque in Pa- 
tience” is not overdrawn. The érowd of 
crazed women and male nincompoops rush- 
ing after this adventurer to hear him deliver 
stale platitudes and superficial drivel, win- 
ing and dining him, and hanging to his coat- 
tails, are faithfully reproduced in Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s opera, The stage people muy 
excel the others in extravagance of costume, 
but as to extravagance of action or superior- 
ity in silliness there is Nttle difference. 
However little sympathy there may be with 
the victims of this adventurer’s boortshness, 
this makes no excuse for him. He may have 
learned a great deal about lilies and sunflow- 
ers, and “trozen love and storks, and the 
Rennaissance and Florentine jars, and me- 
dieval harpies and biue china, but it is evi- 
dent he has yet to learn something about 
courtesy. Mr. Wilde says he has come over 
here to learn the secret of life. There are 
several secrets df lite, and one of them is 
courtesy. He says he believes in the good, 
the true, and the beautiful. What is better, 
truer, or more beautiful than politeness ? Mr. 
Wilde thinks that “art never strengthens it- 
self by isolation.” He may discover that he 
has not strengthened himself by isolation, 
after people have gone to some trouble and 
expense to entertain him. He should keep 
on the good side of his fashionable follow- 
ers, for if they drop him he will sink to the 
level of ordinary people with whom this 
world is a hard matter of fact, to whom the 
secret of life is work, and for whom no 
poetry “lurks in colocynth or calomel.” “

Tue House of Representatives at Wash- 
ington has devoted several days to a squab- 
ble about the committees; but it is not yet 
prepared even to fix a date for the considera- 
tion of the contested-election cases.

But it is alleged that a large number 
of legal ballots offered by voters who in- 
tended to support Sessinghaus were received 
by the judges of election and afterwards 
thrown out for frivelous reasons, Sessing- 
haus’ name was misspelled on some of the 
ballots, and others were rejected because 
they were not properly exhibited at the 
polling-booths. Whatever the merits of the 
ease, it is prima facie good, and ought to be 
pushed to a definit conclusion before this 
Congress has become too much interested 
and engaged in other matters.

Tur St. Paul Globe is a Democratic news- 
paper, edited by a backsliding Republican who 
is too honest a man to be a goed Bourbon.

A Sad Story from Jersey City, N. J. 

Jzenszy Crry, N. J., Jan. 20.—John Williams, a 
shoemaker, died last week of small-pox, leaving 
a wife and five children. The neighbors were 
afraid of the disease, and when Deputy-Inspector 
Sullivan came to fumigate the bouse, he insisted 
that the bed on which Williams died, the only 
one in the house, should be burned. This morn- 
ing the Deputy-Health Inspector visited the 
piace, and found the mother lying on a heap of 
ragsand carpets, and covered with pustules of 
smali-pox. On her right was the dead body of 
her littie boy. In acorner of the room was sit- 
ting a little fellow whose face was the shadow of 
death, while huddling to the cold stove were the 
two remaining children. The survivors were 
taken to che pest-house, and the dead buried at 
the expense of the county.

Lowpox. Eng. Dec. 30.—If any of your read- 
ers think of going down to the sea in shipsabout 
this seasen of the year, with more than a possi- 
bility of going into it forevermore as a conse- 
quence, the following log of a trip just finished 
may be interesting: 

DEPARTURE. 

The Cunarder pushed out into the fog. It was 
thicker than Pittsburg smoke, which is the ex- 
haustive of comparison. A fog in the vicinity 
of New York is a sort of aqueous charivari. 
Everybody and everything is biowing a born, 
and expecting each moment an assault and bat- 
tery from some unknown quarter. The speo- 
tres that come out suddenly from this water 
that js above the earth are playing blind-man‘s- 
buff over the befogged and populous water-way, 
with the exhilarating addition of all the players 
being blinded. In groping about to avoid a front 
breakage, a putting the nose of your ship out of 
joint, there are lots of excitement in the fact 
that at the rear some other nose and your own 
back may any moment be broken. Some com- 
fort comes from the fact that the hold is divided 
into water-tight compartments. A compart- 
ment ship is more satisfactory than an apart- 
ment house. Hands are waving adieux from 
the pier—the handkerchiefs they hold being in- 
visibie, except in the case of an occasional emi- 
grant's friend, when the color-line between haze 
and linen is distinctly drawn. 

Off Sandy Hook our gray-haired pilot takes 
the small boat which bas come for him from one 
of the duck-like craft which love to dodge 
around in storms which send other vessels 
to harbor. He bears back numerous bastily- 
written notes, telling friends that the perils of 
ocean have so far been actually braved in safe- 
ty, and that the writers are going to make good 
sailors. We shall see. There is a large crowd 
on board for a winter-trip, said to be the great- 
est number that has gone over at this season for 
years. Each wears a confident air, which im- 
presses the others as intended that sea-sickness 
is an affection belonging to greenhorns, and not 
to old voyagers like the wearer. What cares the 
latter for the recent stormy seas and long list of 
marine overdues? How well that prosperous 
merchantess from the prairie, who has seen a 
sea of land, but never a one of salt water, bears 
herself! And around us are the fat, lean, sour, 
sweet, and mixed. All are jolly.

Senator Ingalls and His Bill—An Enore- 
mous Fraud. 

Senator Beck told the exact truth when he 
said “ The Arrears-of-Pension bill was the work 
of a combination of claim-agents to make 
money, operating on Congresemen too indolent 
to investigate, or too cowardly to protect the 
taxpayers, against raids of land- pirates.

CONSPICUOUS IN THEIR INDIVIDUALITY. 


Through the darkness and superstition of the 
Middie Ages, through revilement and persecu- 
tion, through religious fanaticism and preju- 
dice, without a priesthood since their temple 
was destroyed, while Rome had her Popes and 
Cardinals, ano Orthodox Christians their priests 
and ministers, still the Jewish people remained 
steadfast in their faith and distinct among men. 
The most remarkable feature of medieval 
Judaism was the multiplicity of its command- 
ments and rites, ali of which bad a faithful ob- 
The teachers studded the routine of 
life with constant reminders of their race and 
faith. There were prayers for each meal, for 
everything eaten, for each day, for each new 
moon, and for special fast-days.

of the sale; also that the city lots corner of Illi 
mois ana North Frankiio streets be exchanged 
* a single lot in that vicinity, and that a suit- 
able building be erected reon from the 
amount already appropriated for this purpose, 
and that a new engine company be located 
thereon; giso that the lot now occupied by 
Chemical Engine Company No. 4, No. 180 Dear- 
bora avenue, be sold or exchanged for alot in 
the vicinity of Huron and North Clark streets, 
us the present site is but seventy feet deep. He 
asks more money fora lot corner of North Hal- 
sted and Division streets, as the amount appro- 
priated last year was toosmall. He also asks 
money for a building, apparatus, etc., on tne 
same lot. 

Mr. Swenie then says: “In recommending the

HANGED BY THE NECK. 


John Wagoner, One of the Ironton 
Murderers, Lymched Thursday Night 
~An Abomiuable Wretech Manged at 
Augusta, Ga.— Way Out in Idaho. 
Ironton, O., Jan. 20.—John Wagoner, one of 

the murderersof Dr. Joseph Beggs, who was 

shot after night on alonesome path near the 

Etna Iron Works nearly two montbs ago, was 

taken from the county jail by a well-organized 

band last night and hanged in the court-house 
yard. One of bis accomplices; William Zeak, 
was also taken out, and, with the rope around 
his neck, made a confession thas there was 
an organized band in this vicinity for 
murder and robbery. Dr. Beggs was 
killed for his money, but they only 
got one silver dollar. He said Beggs was either 
killed by Sarah Zeck, or John Wagoner, or Frank 
Marshall. He says he himself was in the house 
atthe time. Mrs. Wagoner, mother of John, 
told them to tie a bar of vig-iron to Beggs’ 
neck and sink the body in the river, but they 
concluded to try a different plan. They carried 
the body where it was found, went after the offi- 
cers, and told that they bad killed bim in seif- 
defense; but the people were moraily certain, 
from the giaring improbabilities embodied ia 
their story, that Dr. Beggs had been deliberately 
and crueliy murdered. The dévelopments of 
last night have proved that opinion correct. 
After his confession Zeck was returned to the 
jail. Wagoner refused to say anything, and was 
strung up to a tree. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. W. — Anderson Jones, col- 
ored, was hanged at Augusta in the jail-yard 
today, in the presence of a few officers and rep- 
resentatives of the press, for the murder of 

John G. Haralson. The trap was sprung four 

minutes after 1. and bis neck was broken by 

the fall. When the body was cut down the fol- 
lowing written confession was found upon his 
person: “I leave you, satisfied, Mr. Crump, my 
old friend, that the law that is about to be in- 
flictea on me is right.

OHIO’S FEEBLE-MINDED. 


Young “Tougchs” Admitted as Inmates 
Two of Them Set Fire to the Asylum 
Last November, and Lost to the State 
Some $400,000. 

CotumBus, O., Jan. 20.—A sensation was cre- 
ated here today by the discovery of the incendi- 
aries who fired the Asylum for Feeble-Minded 
Youth Nov. 18, by which the State loses some 
$400,000. Detective George Williams, of Pinker- 
ton’s agency, Chicago, took hoid of the case 
Dec. 16 by direction of the Superintendent and 
Trustees, and this morning a joint meeting of 
the Trustees and the Legislative Committee 
was called, when Williams made a state- 
ment under oath that he had been, 
presumably, employed in various capacities 
about the institution, and Wednesday struck a 
clew which was the result of a quarrel between 
two inmates, and led to a confession of the whole 
affair. The guilty parties are Elmer Ellsworth 
Gwyun, who was bired by David Goodrich to do 
the work. They are both inmates. Gwynn is li, 
and he came from a reform school, where he wes 
sent from Portsmouth for crime. Goodrich is 
18, and was received from Marietta, Washington 
Couaty. Their excuse for burning the buil ing 
was to get away. Goodrich bad planned the wor 
well. On the morning of the fire both got ex- 
cused from their classes, and proceeded to the 
basement, where Goodrich shoved Gwynn into 
one of the flues, where, with shavings, he started 
the conflagration, which rapidly spread through 
the building.

Life of Sohn Bright. 
There are many reasons why this book is 


of less interest and value than the memoir of 
great co- 


Richard Cobden, Mr. Bright's 

laborer, recently reviewed in these columns. 

In the first place Mr. Morley is afar better 

writer than Mr. Smith, and his work was one 

of the most fascinating and entertaining 

biographical works it has been our privilege 

to read. In the next place, itisa hazardous 

task to write the life of a man still living. 

Such a work must necessarily be fragmen- 

tary. It cannot be wholly impartial nor 

possess that judicial element formed by care- 

fully weighing and estimating all the feat- 

ures and occurrefii¢es in a well-rounded 

career. Moreover, it is too apt to be over 

eulogistic, and while disclaiming any desire 

to express positive opinions, seeks to mold 

and form those of its readers in one way 

only. Then, again, it is either a mere collec- 

tion of material for some other biog- 

rapher to use, or it is an attempt 

at a sort of squatter-sovereignty where no 

perfect title can be given, or rather where it 

is sure to be ultimately found vested in an- 

other. In Mr. Barnett Smith’s “Life of 

John Bright” all the faults we have al- 

luded to are conspicuous. Appearing 80 

soon after the issue ot Mr. Morley's work 

and covering in the historical portions sub- 

stantially the same ground, it evokes a com- 

parison not likely to result in favor of the 

latest publication. In tact, this last is the 

most serious objection to the work for Amer- 

ican readers, who, having an opportunity to 

become familiar with the Corn law ques- 

tion and the history of the Anti-Corn Law 

League through the medium of Mr. Mor- 

ley’s admirable and elaborate chapter on 

these subjects, will hardly care to go over 

the same ground again under the 

leadership of Mr. Smith. Independent 

of Mr. Bright’s position during the anti-Corn 
law agitation and a somewhat scattered sum- 
mary of the facts in his life there is nothing 
in the bulky volume but condensations and 
abstracts of his speeches. It would be im- 
possible to form an opinion of a man's ability 
as an orator from detached sentences and 
abstracted paragraphs. For that purpose 
Mr. Thorold Rogers’ volumes of Mr. Bright’s 
speeches are the best. authofty. Mr. Smith 
publishes some Mr. Bright’s early 
speeches “ for the first time,” and it must be 
admitted that on this occasion it is te be 
that the y be also the last. 


There is little indication in his set speech of 
thankstoa certain lecturer, fer instance 
of that eloquent simplicity of diction 
polished sentences which were to form so 
prominent apart in Mr. Bright’s matured 
oratory. 

With Mr. Bright’s life we are more famil- 
iar than with that of Mr. Cobden. His manly 
utterances fora steadfast faith in the ulti- 
mate triumph of the North over the Rebels 
of the Souih made his name a household worid 
and his features familiar ones to every Ameri- . 
can. With his views on some questions—such 
as temperance, the abolition of capital pun- 
ishment, and free trade—many disagreed 
with nim. but no one could impeach his honesty 
of purpose, integrity, marked ability, and great 
talent and skiliasanorator. It would be unjust 
not to give Mr. Smith proper credit for the great 
amount of information voncerning his subject 
which he bas collected and brought down to 
date. In a purely biographical work, or in a 
volume apart from the speeches, it would 

in much better shape for reading. 
Mr. Smith's own comments are all couched 
in words of most extravagant praise of which 
one wearies frst and then doubts their trust- 
worthiness. It is, of course, as an orator that 
Mr. Bright will bereafter be best remembered. 
Of the two we should be inclined to give Mr. 
Gladstone the first piace. He is more conViucing, 
more persuasive, more successful in leadi 
others even though his sentences be not as wol 
rounded and bis language more impulsive and 
less carefully chosen. Mr. Bright's efforts—like 
our own Mr. Sumner's—are always carefully 
prepared, deliberate, artistic, c Remem- 
ber bis characteristic description of our own 
country: “One vast confederation stretching 
from frozen north in unbroken line to the 
giowtng south, and from the wild billows of the 
Atlantic westward to the calmer waters of the 
Pacific main—one peopic, and one mnguage, 
and one law. one faith, and over al! 
vast continent the dome of freedom 
aud a retuge for the ressed of every race 
aud of every clime.” Thisisan extract from a 
speech made by him at Birmingham in 1862, and 
the sentences preceding the one given above are 
also worth quotiug:

The Creamery System—Improvement of 
the @uality of Buuer. 

One of the benefits of the creamery system 
has been the improvement of the quality of 
butter. Under this systém the cloak of se- 
erecy which hung about the best individual 
methods has been swept away, and the very 
best makers are employed in the factories. 
The cream of all the farmers is gathered into 
a buildmg erected for the purpose, and is 
made into butter or cheese at one place, in- 
stead of fifty. The whole is ofa uniform 
quality day after day, so that it gets a repu- 
tation of its own, which it retains as long as 
the same conditions remain. The Whole 
generally commands a high price. Thisisa 
point which the best home buttermakers are 
slow te confess, for in theory the milk of a 
single herd of cows properly managed should 
produce a better article than the milk 
of all sorts of herds of cows sent to a cream- 
ery.

The Project for Setting Aside the Whis- 
Ky-Tax to This Purpose Cordially In- 
dorsed by a Prominent Educational 
Journal—The General Principies and 
Excellent Results of the Scheme Fuily

shall soon have au enormous amount of surplus 
revenue, unless we reduce the debt more rapidly 
or reduce taxation.

many other worse than useless undertukings— 
all on the plea that it is necessary to promote the 
ge1.erul welfare—witl not tind it difficult to in- 
clude under the same general head ue duty of 
promming popular education, 

Before we present our plan, however, let us 
lanée at the desiderata. We need; I. More and 
etter schools. 2. Schools everywhere, where 
there are people. &-More general attendance. 
No State in the Union provides suffigient accom- 
modation for all the children uf school age witna- 
in its borders; nor does any State provide good 
schools In all places where schvois are estab- 
lished. Whole seeuons of our country ure witb- 
out any schools at all; while the crying evil in 
our whole school system is irreguiar attendance.

iuspection of the theatres turned their atten- 
tion to three of the West Side houses yesterday. 
The party started in at the Haisted Street Opera- 
House, a ball located at the corner of Halsted 
and Harrison streets. Assistant Fire-Marshal 
Conway, in whose district the theatre is, accom- 
panied inspectors through the buildigg. The 
owner or Manager could not be found, on- 
trance was effected through a door that was dis- 
covered unlocked. A careful examination of 
the building resulted in the unanimous ver- 
dict. on we part oof tune inspectors 
that it was a fire-trap and a menace to the safe- 
ty ofthe audiences that assemble init. The 
butiding was formerly a church, and was moved 
to its present cite in 1868, and subsequently sup- 
ports were extended out from the south wall. 
and the interior was thus enlarged and the 
bulldu then was put in use as a public hall 
and subsequently as a theatre. It is owned by 
Ea 1 who keeps a saloon in one of the 
sto underneath, The hail will hold 800 peo- 
ple, and the tloor ofthe auditorium is clevated 
twenty-theee feet above the street grade. Besides 
Horan’s saloon there is a butcher shop and a 
grocery store op the ground floor. The stage is 
u Barrow platform and contains only a 
SMALL AMOUNT OF CHEAP SCENERY. 

None of the lights in tue house were protected, 
atid upon attaching the hose to the stage stand- 
Pipe and turning the water on, it was found that 
the pipe was burst on one of the lower floors 
and water would not come up into the 
theatre. A yeur ago the building was set un fire, 
amd the blase was extinguished only by the 
greatest exertions on the part of 
the Fire Depurtment. The origin of 
the fire was mysterious, it never 
uu ving been learned whether it was the work of 
aw incendiary or the resuit of accident. 
started in Horan's salgon, whence Horun's bar- 
tender was dragged the Fire Marshal in a 
drunkes and uucunscious condition. There are 
two exits from the null, ove ou Halsted and ove 
on Harrison street awhile they are of con- 
siderable width, it fas not thought possible for 
an audience to escape in case of a panic.

PROTECTION TO LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


The Inspectors finished the day’s work by go- 
ing tAQrough the Lyceum Theatre, on Despiaines 
street, near Madison. This theatre, like the 
Academy, aithough smaller and less pretentious, 
bas also suffered frum fire, but does not seem to 
have profited much by past experience. Its 
seating cupacity is 800 people. re iva par- 
duet and a balcony; the exits are prob 
ubig ample to allow the speedy empty- 
ing 0 the house, but the suditorium 
has not the slightest protection from the stage, 
which is a mass of tinder below and above the 
line of the footlights. The worst defect, how- 
ever, was found in the construction of the sup- 
ports under the floor of the auditorium, where 
most of the joists were sprung away from the 
girders a distance of several inches; in some 
places nearly a foot of epace interveumg be- 
tween the ends of the joisis and the girder upon 
which they should properly rest. The lnspectors 
discovered that the defect must be weil known 
to the owner or the managers of the house, as 
in some places pieces of thin flooring stuf bad 
been failed up to cover the spaces caused by the 
springing out of the joists. In some instances 
these pieces were held in place by only a nail, and 
instead of making the joists more secure only 
served as a blind to the danger. The commit- 
tee expressed great indignauon at this state of 
affafré, and it wus considered little short of 
miraculous that a terrible disaster had not bap- 
pened in the house ere, this. A very slight lat- 
eral motion would bave caused the displace- 
ment of the stringers, and the entire audience 
would have been

into the abyss beiow. Under the present condi- 
tions, if at any time a fire should break out ju the 
theutre and a stampede ot the audience sbould 
ensue, the tloor would certainly give way and 
add to the borrors of the calamity.

Stocks opened quiet but strong. The inactivi- 
ty soon disappeared before a seiiing movement, 
which attacked the best stocks, carrying New 
York Central down from 135 to 12%, Lake 
Shore to 113%, Deiaware & Lackawanna to 14, 
Northwestern to 125%, and soon. The suddeao- 
ness of this movement took even well-informed 
traders by surprise, and it was attributed to the 
reported panic in Paris, to a rumored failure in 
the negotiations for a settlement of the railroad 
war, to desperate efforts of the very large bear 
party to break the market so that they could 
cover, and finally to the return of Jay Gould to 
New York. Those who thought Mr. Gould was 
atthe bottom of the drop argued that be had 
returned to New York a conscientious bull as 
a result of what be had seen in the West, and 
that with the intention of buying a wagon load 
of stock be proceeded to shake up the market. 
While these various theories were still unset- 
tied the market rallied and went up faster 
than it had gone down, though it 
dia not go quite as far. The 
figures below show only a fractional decline as 
the result of the duy’s perturvations. Of all the 
agencies used to udect the market, the most et- 
ficient seemed tobe rumors that the negotia- 
tions to Org the railroad war to an end nud 
been unsuccyssful, and at the close stocks were 
excited because it was said tbe railroad war 
was r ported dtan end. The insidest insiders 
appear to be most confident that the war is 
really over, and have been steadfast in that 
faith for a week.

The new order of things is 
manifesting itself in a conflict between Opposing 
tendencies in the negro churches, and among 
their ministers. Except in the larger towns, 
most of the older ministers depend on mere 
noise and excitement to influence their hearers.

this. The more intellectual 1 of the 
younger educated men is ill suited to the 
tropical and impulsive nature of the colored 
people. Their Ute is far more a matter of 
mstinct than of thought, and to attempt 
to teach religion to them by means of 
appealing to their reason is to disarm 
religion at once of ail its potency. The 
preachers and missionaries who are best 
udapted to the peculiar coudiuous and needs of 
the colored people are the young men who have 
received an industrial éducation, who have been 
trained to manual lubor, and bave learned either 
farming or sume mechanical art at such schools 
as the Normal and Agricultural Institute at 
Hampton, Va., or the other admirable iostiw- 
tions ot learoing fostered by the American Mis- 
sionary Association and the churches of the 
South. Of course, this class is still very small, 
but it comprises some excellent men, whose in- 
fluence if already feilt in the South, and it is a 
potent factor in the soundest and most hopeful 
religious work now going on there.

to an extentwhich Northern ple would 
scarcely imugine without spec study of the 
subject. This is not to be wondered at when we 
observe how largely prehistoric forms of 
thought survive even in cultivated Northern 
cosmunities. I think there are no negrues, 
perbaps, except the few educated young men 
referred to ubove who are free from the influ- 
eaces of the general belief in signs, charms, 
dreams, speiis, and magical incantadons. Near- 
ly every neighvorbood bas an old manor woman 
who possesses unearthly powers, and who is con- 
stantly consulted and appealed to for assistance 
in conuection with the love affairs and the quar- 
rels of the oolored ple, and in cases vf pro- 
tracted or my ous sickness. The Selief in 
the power of the evil eye is nearly universal, as 
isthe nouon t persons, domestic an mais, 
wells, aud particular places can be tricked 
that is, have u curse or malign spell put upon 
them—by anybody who knows the “chari,”’ 
or method of p ure which will pro- 
duce such a result. A wail driven into 
the ground, with certain magical preliminaries 
and uccomnpaniments, is a potent means of dire 
injuries aud revenges. u matters of love, 
courtship, and marriage the negroes are usually 
extremely jealous and suspicivus, and magical 
arts are commonly invoked to secure affection, 
to alienate those who are affeady attacued to 
each Otuer, and to protect aggressors from de- 
tection or punishment. There are various 
spells or formulge for such purposes, They 
usually include the use of a scrap of some arti- 
cle of clothing which has been worn by the per- 
son who is to be tricked, or a snred of his 3 a 
piece of @ finger-nail or toe-nail, or even some 
dust trom big shoes, A volume might be written 
on the betiefs of the colored peopie regarding 
the supernatural, and on this department of 
their fulk+lore, and the subject would probably 
as well repay atrention as the ideas and race 
characteristics of savage tribes in distant purts 
of the world.

* aving died intestate. 

1 Mrs. Lehman married Paul Rothbarth, and 
lived with bim until February, 1880, when she 
obtained a divorce. As soon as Rothbarth was 
married he tookcesession, as is allered. of all 
his wife's estate and that of the compiainants, 
and used it as nis own, intermingling with it 
what littie property ne bad in his own name. 
On the lth day of Juls, at Mrs. Rothbarta 
made ber first report as administratrix, showing 
a balance of $215,008 in money in ber hands, and 
in January, 1816, she made another report show- 
ing $224,u76. Stilia third report was filed io 
April wherein she showed ehe had distributed 
this balance by retaining $74,0% for herself and 
giving each of the children $21,426. 

it is further charged that the distribution asa 
matter of fact bad been made lor before 
April, 1876, and that the defendants should be 
charged with the profits derived from the use of 
the money. Rotubarth never allowed bis wife to 
examive bis accounts, or know what became of 
the trust funds, but from time to time made out 
accounts which be compelied ber to sign. He aiso 
used the moneysas he pleased, charged the 
highest commission allowed by law iu nis wife's 
name as guardian, but never paid over such 
cvmmissionsa to ber. itis also alleged that in 
July, 1877, when it was necessary to make a set- 
tlement with the court, Hothbarth was behind 
sume $60,000 in his accounts, and compelled his 
wife to mortgage ber property to raise it. 80 as 
to make her accounts as guardian appear 
Straight, an that this deticlency was 
caused by nis having appropriated large 
sums of money to mis own use. 
From the time of the marriage until the 
divorce Kothbarth oceupied the Lehmano home- 
stead; valued at $100,000, Without paying any 
rent, and yet charging the children for board 
and ilodg: in their own house, and wih five- 
seventnbs the repairs and insurance. Settle- 
ments bave been made with nearly all the heirs on 
Rothbarth's snowing of affairs, but the heirs 
claim they are not bound by such settiements, 
‘because Rothbarth never made any fair ac- 
counting. Rothbarth bas, it is alleged. invested 
a large part of compiainants’ property io lands, 
some of which he stin bolds, and some of which ne 
bas sold. Complainants pow ask foran account- 
ing for the use of their property these many 
years, that Rotnbarth may be declared to hold 
the real estate be bas in trust for them may 
be compelled to pay over to them whatever may 
be found to be due. 

Mrs, Rothbarth fied an answer admitting all 
the materia! allegations of the bill claiming that 
Rothbarth under tale representations induced 
der. to release all claims against bim, and charg- 
ing that he owed ber at leust $50,000, for which 
be should be compeiled to account.

TIMBER SUPPLY. 


Census Bulletin for Texas, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, and Minnesota. 

The Census Office has commenced to issue a 
series of bulletins regarding the timber supply 
of the United States, the investigation being 
conducted by Prof. C. 8. Sargent, of Har- 
vard University. Five of these bave recently 
appeared, relating to the States of Texas, Fiori- 
da, Alabama, Mississippi, and Minnesota, each 
bulletin treating of a State. and each accom- 
panied by a map of the State, colored to repre- 
sent the regions covered by diferent species of 
valuable timber, and those from which the tim- 
ber bas beeu cut. 

The pine supply of Texas appears to be con- 
fined to the eastern part, bordering upon Louis- 
jana, and is entirely comprised in forty-two 
counties. The total amount standing on May 
31, 1880, is estimated at 7. 508, 500.000 feet (board 


measure), composed of the three species known 
as long-ieaved pine (Pints Australis), short- 
leaved pine (Pinus mitis), and loblolly pine 
(Pinus faeda), in about the proportions of twen- 
ty, twenty-six, ana twenty-one. The cut during 
the year ending on the above date was 274. 40.0 
feet, or about four-tenths of 1 per cent of the 
total amount standing. 

The pive supply of Florida appears to be quite 


j uniformly distributed over the State. The long- 


leaved pine covers Western Florida and the 
upper half of the peninsula. The tim- 
be of the lower haif of the pen- 
almost entirely pitch- pine 
This is found also every- 
wherein the neighborhood of the coast, espevial- 
ly that of the Atlantic. The amount of the 
longe-leaved pine standing is estimated at 6.815. 
000,000 feet, and the cut during the cen*us yeur 
at 208,054,000 feet. or a little more than 3 per 
cent of the total amount. It is noted that the 
“ long-leaved pine furests of Central and South- 
ern Fiorida are less heavy than those of the 
northern part of the State, and south of latitude 
20 deyrees north are of little present commer- 
cial value, although included in the above esti- 
mate.“ 

The southern fourth of Alabama is covered 
with forests of the long-leaved pine, mixed in 
the northern part with much bard wood, A 
comparatively narrow beit of pines runs nearly 
across the State between latitudes & and 33 de- 
grees, besides geveral smaller bodies further 
north. Tue total amount of standing pine is csa- 
timated at 21,192,000,000 feet, and the cut during 
the census year 245,306,000 feet, being a little 
moro that I per cent of the total supply. 

The pine region of Mississippi is the south- 
east two-fifths of the State. From tois main 
body a strip of pine, mixed with hard wood, ex- 
tends northward, east of the middie line of the 
State, nearly to the northern boundary, follow- 
ing in general the divide between the Big Black 
and the Tombigbee Rivers. A smail body also 
exists m the northeastern corner of the State. 
The total amount of standing pine in the State 
is estimated at 23,975,000,000 feet, of which 17. 
200.000 feet are long-leaved pine, the remainder 
being of theghort-leaved species. The cut was 
115,775,000 f or about one-half of 1 per cent of 
the total supply.

CONVALESCING FROM SMALI-POX, 


The boy said his name was Isaae Aranson. Mr. 
Merki, in reply to Mr. Forrest's question as to 
why he did not quarantine No. 67 Caualport 
avenue, said the inmates had had the 
disease, or e sufficientiy to 
contract it, and all the harm was done 
berore his arrival. At the time de saw 
the boy there was little or no danger of conta- 
gion, nearly all the marks ot the disease having 
disappeared. 

Dr. Debeye testified to seems the boy on Ca- 
naiport avenue, and that he was convalescing 
from a severe attack of varioloid. The disease 
usually iasted about two weeks. The disease 
was contagious, and at the time he saw the boy 
there was still danger of infection.
